Heavy Slides on Banks of Big 
Ditch at Panama Necessitate Re- 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 23.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The engineers in 
charge of the Panama Canal work 
may decide to greatly enlarge the 
width of the canal cut. Last Thurs- 
day's slide of 500,000 cubic yards of 
rock and earth into the ploneer cut, 
Just opposite the town of Culebra, fol- 
lowing on the heels of other slides, has 
made it apparent that perfect safety 
to the pioneer drainage cut can only 
be secured by giving a more gradual 
slope to the walle of the canal. About 
seven months ago the canal commis- 
sion realized that slides are bound to 
occur frequently and changed its cal- 
culations as to the total yardage to be 
removed. | 
An excess allowance of 6,000,200 cubic 
yards over the projected figures was 
then made.

Enormous Growth in Amount of 
Package Matter Received From 
Abroad by New York Postofiice. 

PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—The enormous 
growth of the foreign parcels post 
mail received at New York is set 
forth in statistics made public by 
George Wanamaker, appraiser of the 
port. During the calendar years from 
1906 to 1910, the importations of parcels 
post packages from abroad rose from 
90,297 in 1906, to 199,410 in 1910. 

The first month of the present year 
began with an unprecedented volume 
of business. The January importa- 
tions of parcels post packages re- 
ceived at the postoffice and appraiser's 
office aggregated 622,224. Last month's 
importations compared with those of 
the same month in 1906, show a gain 
of 315 per cent.

HE TVIETMOE GANG AND THE

The Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation of Los Angeles asked that all mon- 
eys deposited - with the State Treasurer to 
the credit of the Panama Pacific Interna- 
tional Exposition “shall be used only with 
the understanding that in the employment 
of labor or the use of materials in connec- 
tion with the fair, no discrimination shail 
be made between the union and non-union 
mechanics, or materials bearing the union | 
label or not. The Tvietmoc-Gallagher-Mc-

sociation, went to Sacramento and opposed 
it vigorously. It becoming evident that un- 
limited industrial freedom could not be ob- 
tained, so far as general improvement of 
the exposition grounds and construction of 
exposition buildings is concerned, it was 
next proposed to allow such freedom to ex- 
hibitors individually by a clause reading as 
follows: 

“Provided further that any exhibitor shall 
be permitted to construct all buildings re- 
quired by such exhibitor and to improve 
all grounds used by him, and shall be per- 
mitted to unpack, install, maintain and re- 
pack all exhibits in such manner as he may 
see fit,” etc., etc.

“Provided, further, that any exhibitor 
shall be permitted to unpack, install, main- 
tain and repack all exhibits in such manner 
as he may see fit, subject to uniform rules 
and regulations established by the exposi- 
tion authorities and approved by the com- 
mission appointed under the terms of this 
act.” 


As the “exposition authorities” will be en- 
tirely under the domination. of the Tviet- 
moe-Gallagher-McCarthy gang, it may be ex- 
pected that they will “establish such rules 
and regulations,” and “approve” such action 
of exhibitors, as will take from exhibitors 
the right to employ non-union labor in pack- 
ing and unpacking exhibits.

HE DISEASE OF GIANTISM.

slow, sure growth of sturdy strength and 
skyrocket precocity known to science as 
“giantism.” Every once in a while some 
human being shoots up vertically above his 
fellow-men till he becomes valuable for the 
unusual number of his inches, as a side- 
show wonder or a natural-history specimen 
—and for nothing else. ; 2 
This giantism is a Jisease. It is caused 
by a germ in the brain cells and may attack 
any healthy animal at any period of life. 
The same germ slightly twisted will pro- 
duce an insignificant Tom Thumb. This is 
one of the freaks of nature apparently be- 
yond the power of man to control or of sel- 
ence to correct. 8 
Giantism as a disease not only affects the 
physical growth; it may also appear as a 
mental or moral abnormality in the charac- 
ter of the individual; indeed sometimes 
whole communities may suffer from this in- 
fectious germ. The man who, on account of 
having been once indorsed by che popular 
vote, believes himself to be an indisputable 
potentate to regulate every interest and ap- 
point every law officer in a whole commu- 
nity, has been infected with the germ of 
giantism. And as the physical eight-footers 
are all doomed to early physical decline, so 
is the abnormal political giant surely con- 
signing himself to an early political grave: 
His ego may be valuable for anatomical pur- 
poses when that time arrives. That is all. 
The methods of the fanatical reformer, 
who would immediately pulverize into im- 
palpable dust every institution to him per- 
sonally obnoxious, savor stfongly ef giant- 
ism. Like the stature of the excessively 
tall man they go to too great lengths; there 
is no breadth or solidity to them and so

Some, in Western Kansas, died sudden 
deaths, being merely the abnormal results 
of giantism. 

The surest symptom of the disease is an 
over-rapid growth, always in one direction, 
and that, a vertical line. The counter type 
of this one-dimension increase is the multi- 
plication known as expansion—where the 
growth is steady, continuous and progres- 
sive in every direction. For example, South- 
ern California represents the health of the 
true giant, while Reno typifies the one-di- 
mension precocity of the abnormal brain 
cell. Cases of auto-intoxication, the most 
personal form of the disease, are too numer- 
ous for specification. Any observer who 
goes through the world with his eyes open 
may pick them out for himself.

FLANEUR’S FLIGHTS 
AMONG THE NOTABLES. 


The famous Hope diamond, which some 
years ago was reported falsely to have been. 
'In the Indian Ocean, has been 
by Edward McLean, a Washington million- 
aire. Mr. McLean gave $300,000 for the gem, 
and is having it made up for the use of his 
wife, ‘the sole heiress of the late multi-mil- 
lionaire mine owner, Thomas Walsh, who 
refuses to believe in the superstition of bad 
luck attaching to the of the gem. 

The woman who cheri the Hope dia- 
mond clears herself from any charge of su- 
perstition, for the history of the famous 
jewel is one of death and misfortune to its 
successive owners. It was brought from the 
East in 1688 by the great traveler, Taver- 
nier, whose affairs at once took a turn for 
the bad. At the age of 81 he set out on a 
fresh voyage to retrieve his fortunes, and 
died of fever abroad. The diamond then be- 
came part of the crown jewels of France. 
Mme. de Maintenon, the pious favarite of 
the “Grand Monarque,” dated her decline of 
influence from the day she persuadéd Louis 
XIV to let her wear it, and soon after Fou- 
quet, the great financier, borrowed it, he lost 
the royal favor, and was imprisoned. 

Marie Antoinette, who wore it at the Tulle- 
ries, died under the guillotine, and Princess. 
de Lamballe, who also had worn it, was 
killed by the mob. It disappeared for forty
